PURPOSE:To simply and satisfactorily transfer inexpensively and beautifully by placing a thin film 
formed of polysaccharides, proteins with patterns such as characters, graphics on the surface of a 
decorative material, and dissolving the film with water or the like or decomposing or burning it with 
oxygen or the like. CONSTITUTIONS order to form patterns such as characters, graphics on a thin 
.film formed in a thin film state of polysaccharides such as starch, glycogen, cellulose, etc. or proteins 
such as albumin, hemoglobin, etc., the patterns are manually described by a writing brush, or a pen, 
pressed by an uneven plate to be stamped or sealed, or further applied by printing technique. In this 
case, as a describing material, printing ink is employed. If a decorative material to be formed is of 
processed food, edible ink is used. Then, the pattern of a thin film is placed with front or rear side 
upside on the surface of the material, and the latter has higher density of transferring pattern. 
Thereafter, in order to dissolve the thin film, it is ordinarily dipped in normal water, warm water or hot 
water, or dissolved by a steam operating unit. In order to decompose it, the film may be immersed with 
enzyme solution such as amylase, etc. Further, the film may be burned to bake the pattern.
